ONTARIO - The first steps

Idea At Airport 


Aircraft will be able to 
operate in and out of Los 
Angeles International 
Airport when the runways 
normally would be closed 
by fog if an experimental 
fog dissipation program 
being considered by the 
Los Angeles Board of 
Airport Commissioners 
proves successful, ac - 
cording to Martin Pol - 
lard, commission presi- 
dent, 

Pollard explained that 
the board will have before 
it at its next meeting a 
proposed $80,000 con - 
tract with E, Bollay Asso- 
ciates, Inc, of Santa Bar- 
bara, Calif., which calls 
for dissipation of fog at 
Los Angeles International 
Airport by seeding the fog 
over the two main run - 
ways on the south side of 
the airport with minute 
moisture absorbing par- 
ticles, 

The various airlines 
using the airport have 
agreed to reimburse the 
Department of Airports 
for 90 percent of the cost 
of the program, the com- 
mission president pointed 
out, 

The program would ex- 
tend from next January 
through March, which 
generally is considered 
the most troublesome 
period for closure of the 
airport due to fog. 

The fog seeding will be 
accomplished by one or 
more light aircraft to be 
based at Van Nuys Air- 
port, and will concentrate 
on the peak period for 
airline departures, which 
is between 5 and 9 a.m, 

A similar experimental 
program has been con - 
ducted successfully at 
Portland, Oregon; Sacra- 
mento, ‘California; and 
Hyannis Port, Massachu- 
setts, The seeding ma- 
terials dissipate fog by 
condensing it and caus- 
ing it to fall out as a 
light rain,

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Tips On How To Inform Your 
Teenagers About Cigarettes 


There’s always some- 
thing a bit pathetic and 
at the same time amusing 
when I see teenagers puf- 
fing away on cigarettes 
in their awkward adoles- 
cent manner, It’s even 
more pathetic when I see 
boys - and girls - only 
in their pre-tecns smok- 
ing. It makes you won- 
der if they realize the 
damage they are doing to 
their developing bodies. 

Driving by a_ valley 
school recently gave me 
much cause for alarm 
when I observed a group 
of youngsters not more 
than ten or eleven years 
old, They were all smok- 
ing - or trying to smoke - 
cigarettes. My first re- 
action was to laugh be- 
cause they looked so ab- 
surd] Then I became 
concerned as | thought of 
the immeasurable dam- 
age they were deliberate- 
ly forcing on themselves. 


PACK A DAY 


Checking up on statis- 
tics for my personal use, 
I was shocked to learn 
that it was not uncommon 
for many junior high 
school students to smoke 
as much as a pack a dayl 
Some of their ridiculous 
reasons for smoking were 
“my best friends smoke”, 
“my parents smoke”. .. 
and “it makes me look 
more grownup,” Girls 
said they felt “more at- 
tractive and sophisti- 
cated,” 

What will happen when 
these students reach their 
middle years? If they 
continue smoking, they'll 
have more chances of de- 
veloping ulcers, chronic 
bronchitis, hypertension, 
cardio-vascular diseases 
and emphysema, There’s 
also a greater chance of 
dying from cancer, heart 
attack or stroke, 

You can change your 
child’s attitudes, beliefs 
and behavior only if you 
give him good reasons 
why they should be 
changed, Your teenager 
believes smoking is the 
adult thing to do. They 
grow up seeing bill- 
boars, reading magazine 
ads, hearing television 
commercials oncigarette 
ae The advertising 
certainly makes it appear 
that being a smoker was 
the most “in” thing to be.

The smiling, goodlooki 
people in the ads al 
seem, to the teenager, to 
be the same message: 
moking can make you a 
person who is “big”, one- 
of-the-gang, adventure- 
some, attractive and pop- 
ular, Who wouldn’t want 
to be big, one-of-the- 
gang, adventuresome, at- 
tractive and ar? 
These are all great things 
to be but we adults know 
that sinoking does not give 
one these qualities, But 
it’s easy for a teenager 
to believe that a simple 
act like smoking could 
help him attain them. 

Many children grow up 
believing that message. 
No wonder it becomes a 
rude awakening for them 
to believe completely that 
smoking is a dangerous, 
disease-producing habit. 

To have your child quit 
smoking and successfully 
eliminate the habit, you 
must help him face the 
facts squarely. 

Ask him what is so adult 
about dragging tar, nico- 
tine, hot air and harsh 
chemicals down into his 
lungs? Chances are he 
wont have a good ans- 
wer! 


FORGET SMOKING 


to be an athlete, he'd 
better forget about smok- 
ing. 

The best time to start 
the “man to man” teaching 
about smoking may be 
about the seventh grade. 
When you learn that your 
child has been smoking, 
try not to make too big 
an issue of it, Firml 
discourage it yet dont 
make him feel guilty. At 
each time when you know 
your child has been in- 
vestigating smoking, 
again tell him of its dang- 
ers, Tell him he wont 
have to wait 10, 15 or 
20 years for the bad ef- 
fects to take over, Some 
are early - right now - 
like coughing, shortness 
of breath, loss of appe- 
tite and weight, weaken- 
ing of taste, general slug- 
gishness and reduced 
stamina for swimming, 
tennis, football -- all ath- 
letics,

slowly. Hunt up your 
acts. Your local Heart 
Association has excellent 
material on this subject, 
Sit down with the child 
and talk over the facts. 
Listen, Respect feelings 
and beliefs, Be patient 
when. he doesn’t want to 
listen Or may not agree 
with you. If you try to 
ram facts dowa his throat 
you'll come up with strong 
resistance, 

Incidentally, a study 
comparing cigarette 
smoking among the na- 
tion’s showed that 
the habit is more exten- 
sive in California youth, 
both male and female. 

Another interesting 
sidelight is that teenage 
non-smokers had a higher 
average IQ than students 
who smoke cigarettes, 
and that the light smokers 
performed betzer than the 
heavy smokers. Mean 
grade achievement was 
substantially higher for 
the non-smokers and light 
amokers than for the 
heavy ones, The differ- 
ences were particularly 
striking among boys, 


TO GAIN ACCEPTANCE 


Children who fail to 
achieve a satisfactory 
measure of academic 
performance may con- 
ceivably find the practice 
of smoking their way of 
gaining acceptance in a 
peer group whose values 
differ from those of the 
academically more suc- 
cessful student. 

There’s also an inter- 
esting correlation be- 
tween smoking and lei- 
sure time pursuits, Stu- 
dents who smoke spend 
a greater amount of time 
watching TV and less time 
reading books than stu- 
dents who do not smoke, 
Their friends are usually 
smokers; they go tomore 
movies and dances anda 
good percentage are car 
owners, On the other 
hand, they participate 
less in sports and are 
less inclined to join or- 
ganizations and clubs.
